EXTENSION  SSRVIC5  GETS  NEVI  ASSIGNMENT 
At  the  request  of  the  War  Food  administration,  the  New  Mexico  Extension 

Service  made  plans  this  week  to  give  advisory  assistance  to  returning  war  veterans 

who  want  to  farm,  according  to  Extension  Director  A.  B.  Fite. 

"County  advisory  committees  composed  largely  of  successful  farmers  will  carry 

the  brunt  of  the  work,"  Director  Fite  said.     "However,  other  citizens  in  a  position 

to  give  information  to  returning  veterans  may  be  asked  to  serve  on  the  committees." 
In  some  counties,  already  organized  committees  will  take  the  responsibility  of 

advising  veterans  on  agricultural  problems.     In  others,  the  county  extension  agent 

will  be  responsible  for  establishing  the  county  committee.    And  in  every  county, 
the  county  agent  will  act  as  the  liaison  representative  of  the  local  advisory 

committee , 

FuRKET  HOGS  ESLOVf  240  POUljDS 
OPA's  recent  announcement  that  ceiling  prices  on  hogs  weighing  more  than  240 
pounds  will  be  lowered  75  cents  per  hundredweight  on  May  15  says  in  effect  that 
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producers  can  best  serve  the  war  effort  by  marketing  hogs  before  they  pass  the  240- 
inarfc. 

With  an  acute  shortage  of  ceorn,  a  practical  distribution  of  corn  supplies  makes 

it  imperative  that  the  porkers  be  allowed  less  time  at  the  feed  trough. 

SPUD  PRICES  STAGE  A  COMEBACK 
Country  prices  at  all  important  markets  for  1943  late-crop  potatoes  are  re- 
ported to  be  at  the  support  price  or  above.    Because  spring-crop  potato  shipments 
are  running  behind  schedule,  the  principal  markets  are  receiving  more  orders  for 

good  grade  old  crop  potatoes  than  can  be  filled. 

MILK  PRODUC  TS  CAN  PLAN  AHEAD 

New  Mexico  milk  producers  who  are  now  receiving  their  dairy  feed  payments  for 
March  and  April  from  county  AAA  offices  can  expect  a  reduction  in  payment  rates 
during  the  summer  months  followed  by  a  September  rise  in  rates  above  the  present 
levels • 

With  milk  production  expected  to  reach  its  yearly  peak  during  May  and  June,  the 

War  Food  Administration  has  announced  that  payments  on  whole  milk  are  to  be  reduced 

15  cents  a  hundredweight  for  May,  June,  July,  and  August,  when  cows  are  on  pasture 

and  feed  costs  are  lowest.    Butterfat  payments  will  drop  to  six  cents  a  pound  for 

the  four-month  period. 

In  September,  payments  on  milk  will  move  up  25  cents  from  the  summer  level — 10 

cents  above  the  March-April  level;  butterfat  rates  will  advance  to  10  cents.  The 

September  rates  are  to  continue  through  March. 

The  dairy  feed  payments  for  the  11-month  period  are  conditioned  upon  Congres- 
sional provision  for  administrative  expense. 

HEW  MEXICO  FARMERS  ORGANIZE  43rd  SCS  DISTRICT 

The  organization  of  the  forty-third  soil  conservation  district  in  New  Mexico, 
bringing  the  total  area  in  the  districts  to  approximately  34,000,000  acres,  was  an- 
nounced this  week  by  J,  V.  Taylor,  State  Conservationist  for  SCS. 

The  baby  unit,  known  as  the  Socorro  Soil  Conservation  District,  was  approved 

by  a  184  to  4  vote  on  April  29.     The  district  included  650,000  acres  of  irrigated 
and  range  land  bounded  on  the  north  by  Veguita  and  on  the  south  by  San  Antonio. 
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There  are  1,400  landowners  within  the  district  boundaries. 

CPA  ESTABLISHES  CEILIE3  CE  USEE  C  HEATHERS 
In  an  effort  to  halt  runaway  prices,  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  has 
announced  ceilings  on  second-hand  corrugated  -  and  solid  paperboard  shipping  con- 
tainers.   An  OPA  spokesman  said  that  the  order  will  reduce  present  prices  in  some 

areas  more  than  half. 

The  specific  dollars-and-cents  ceilings,,  which  went  into  effect  Hay'l,  re- 
present approximately  80  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  containers  when  new. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS  GST  P ORES T  SERVICE  IIIFOR:  A  TI  OH 

The  Forest  Service  has  recently  distributed  fire-prevention  and  national 

forest  informational  material  to  140  public,  private,  and  denominational  high 

schools  in  Hew  Mexico,  Rex  King,  of  the  regional  forester's  office,  said  yesterday. 
Tnc  packages,  which  included  fire  prevention  posters,  bookmarks,  and  various 

publications,  were  distributed  to  the  schools  at  the  request  of  Mrs.  Frank  E. 
Andrews,  of  Santa  Fe,  and  with  the  approval  of  Mrs.  Georgia  L.  Lusk,  State  Superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction. 

STORAGE  SHORTAGE  EASES  UP 
Although  there  is  still  an  acute  shortage  of  cold  storage  space  in  some  areas, 
the  amount  available  for  the  nation  as  a  whole  is  greater  than  on  March  1,  despite 

some  piling  up  of  frozen  and  cured  meats  in  recent  weeks. 

While  the  nation's  holdings  of  froz.en  and  cured  meats  are  still  near  record 
levels,  the  amount  in  storage  on  April  1  was  9.3  million  pounds  less  than  that  in 
storage  a  month  earlier,  largely  because  of  efforts  to  move  supplies  and  open  spaee 
for  heavy  marketings.

Dairy  operators  may  now  purchase  the  following  hand-fired  hot  water  heaters 

without  restriction  as  a  result  of  a  now  War  Production  order:    bucket-a-day  stoves 

dome-type  water  heaters,  and  service  water  and  tank  heaters. 

At  the  same  time,  Order  L-79  was  changed  to  make  it  clear  that  sump  pumps, 

usually  known  as  cellar  pumps,  are  not  controlled  by  this  order.
